Making  A  Town-Wide  Sweep 
Rochester's  Sixth  Annual  Clean-Up  Day 


Rochester  resident  Ken  Daggett  examined  the  grounds 
outside  the  Town  Hall  earlier  this  week  and  commented  that 
with  a  little  work,  it's  easy  to  keep  your  surroundings  clean. 
"It  really  does  make  a  difference  if  everyone  pitches  in  to 
help,"  he  said.  "You  can  drive  around  town  the  day  after 
we've  done  our  clean  up,  and  you  notice  how  much  nicer  it 
looks." 

Ken  Daggett  should  know.  As  a  member  of  Citizens 
Living  in  Environmentally  Aware  Neighborhoods,  Inc. 
(CLEAN,  Inc.),  he  and  cohort  Donna  Ziobro  have  been 
making  a  clean  sweep  of  Rochester  every  year  for  the  past  six 
years ...  and  that's  without  ever  running  for  political  office. 

This  year  is  no  exception.  Plans  are  in  place  for  CLEAN, 
Inc.'s  sixth  Annual  Clean-Up  Day,  which  will  commence  on 
Saturday,  May  20  at  9:00  am  at  the  Town  Hall,  and  run  until 
2:00  pm  that  same  afternoon.  As  in  the  past,  the  group's  goal 
is  to  get  as  much  of  the  town  litter-free  by  the  end  of  the  day 
as  possible.  Although  the  effort  was  originally  started  to 
coincide  with  Earth  Day,  it  has  been  moved  to  May  in  the 
hope  of  getting  better  weather ...  something  for  which 
CLEAN,  Inc.  isn't  noted. 

"We've  had  some  bad  weather  in  the  past,"  Mr.  Daggett 
said.  "I  just  hope  the  it's  nice  and  comfortable  for  this 
Saturday." 

The  basic  items  that  have  been  taken  in  the  past  will 
again  be  accepted  this  year,  but  with  a  few  new  exceptions  and 
rules  that  are  necessary  in  order  for  this  endeavor  to  be  able  to 
continue.  The  following  rules  have  been  established  to  ensure 
that  everything  runs  smooth  and  so  the  volunteers  and 
businesses  do  not  feel  they  are  being  taken  advantage  of: 

•  Proof  of  residency  will  be  required  (this  clean  up  is 
limited  to  Rochester  residents  only). 

•  Please  do  not  wait  until  the  last  minute  to  bring  items  to 
the  Town  Hall,  since  some  items  may  be  refused  if 
overloaded. 

•  When  the  2:00  pm  cutoff  time  arrives,  nothing  else  will 
be  accepted.  The  time  for  the  collection  is  9:00  am  to  2:00  pm, 
and  there  will  be  no  exceptions  made  due  to  abuse  of  this 
privilege  last  year. 

"Some  people  really  took  advantage  of  the  situation  last 
year,  and  that's  why  we  have  to  limit  the  time  and  what  can 
be  taken,"  Mr.  Daggett  said.  "Some  items  were  left  in  the 
Town  Hall  parking  lot  last  year  that  weren't  even  acceptable." 

Among  these  restricted  items  were  broken  glass 
windows,  rusty  fencing,  old  car  parts,  and  car  batteries  —  all 
of  which  caused  a  problem  for  the  Town  Hall  employees,  not 
to  mention  the  dilemma  of  where  and  how  these  items  were 
going  to  be  disposed. 

The  area  will  be  monitored  all  weekend  and  anyone  who 
does  attempt  to  dispose  of  items  after  the  fact  will  be  caught. 
CLEAN,  Inc.  apologizes  for  these  added  rules  that  really  only 
apply  to  five  percent  of  the  participants,  but  they  have  to  be 


mentioned. 

Following  is  a  list  of  acceptable  items  and  charges  where 
applicable  (all  dumpsters  will  be  marked  accordingly): 

•  GARBAGE  —  trash,  and  other  such  material  as  broken 
furniture  (nothing  to  exceed  three  feet  in  length). 

•  TIRES  —  car  tires  $1  each,  truck  tires  $5  each. 

•  METALS  —  all  metals  and  steel  items  (white  goods), 
refrigerators  will  be  charged  $5  each  (to  remove  refrigerant). 

Please  note:  in  the  case  of  propane  tanks,  gas  tanks,  and  motors, 
all  oils  and  fuels  must  be  removed  without  exception  before  being 
taken! 

Following  is  a  list  of  non-acceptable  items: 

•  YARD  WASTE  —  leaves,  branches,  pine  needles. 

•  TOXIC  WASTE  —  oil,  paint,  gas,  pesticides. 

•  OLD  TELEVISIONS. 
•DEAD  ANIMALS. 

Most  of  these  items  CLEAN,  Inc.  cannot  accept  by  law. 

If  there  is  an  item  that  you  are  physically  unable  to  get  to 
the  collection,  please  call  either  Ken  at  763-2123  or  Donna  at 
763-3375,  and  they  will  try  to  make  other  arrangements.  The 
cost  of  the  tires  and  refrigerators  is  what  the  companies  are 
charging  and  no  profit  is  made  from  the  clean  up  effort. 

CLEAN,  Inc.  also  wishes  to  remind  volunteers  to  please 
be  careful  and  do  not  touch  any  dead  animals.  Also,  if  you  have  a 
specific  road  you  wish  to  clean  up,  please  call  Donna  or  Ken 
so  that  they  can  keep  a  list  of  those  streets  that  are  taken  care 
of  so  they  know  where  the  other  clean-up  crews  are  needed. 

Mr.  Daggett  noted  that  CLEAN,  Inc.  wishes  to  thank  the 
following  area  businesses  who  are  assisting  in  the  May  20 
Clean-Up  Day:  SEMASS,  who  will  provide  garbage  rolloffs;

Mattapoisett  Annual  Town  Meeting 

May  15, 1995 

The  first  night  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  the 
Town  of  Mattapoisett  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  May  15 
at  7:30  pm  in  the  auditorium  of  Old  Rochester  Regional  High 
School  by  Town  Moderator  Richard  "Bill"  Blasdale,  having 
noted  the  presence  of  a  quorum  (some  445  voters).  After  a 
Salute  to  the  Flag  and  a  moment  of  silence  for  departed  Town 
Meeting  members,  Mr.  Blasdale  introduced  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Executive  Secretary,  the  Finance 
Committee,  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Town  Accountant,  and 
Administrative  Secretary  —  all  of  whom  were  seated  on  the 
stage. 

Mr.  Blasdale  then  turned  the  proceedings  over  to  Town 
Clerk  Lois  K.  Ennis,  who  would  serve  as  Moderator  pro  tern 
for  ARTICLE  1:  the  Casino  Gambling  Non-Binding  Resolu- 
tion, dealing  with  the  proposed  Wampanoag  casino  in  New 
Bedford.  Ms.  Ennis  explained  that  discussion  of  the  article 
would  follow  standard  debate  format,  whereby  opening 
statements  would  first  be  heard  from  both  the  proponents  and 
opponents  of  the  casino  (limited  to  15  minutes  each),  a 
discussion  period  will  commence  for  no  more  than  40 
minutes,  and  closing  statements  will  then  be  heard  from  each 
side  (limited  to  5  minutes  each). 

A  secret  ballot  vote  would  then  be  taken  at  the  conclu- 
sion as  to  whether  voter  were  in  favor  or  against  the  casino  in 
New  Bedford.

town,"  she  said,  "but  how  many  of  us  have  to  cross  the  river 
for  work?  We're  not  the  ones  looking  at  the  closed  factories 
and  empty  tenements.  I  think  the  proposed  casino  and 
entertainment  center  will  offer  the  prospect  for  jobs  in  an  area 
where  they  are  desperately  needed." 

Ms.  Perry  also  dismissed  the  fact  that  gambling  would 
increase  crime  and  compulsive  gambling.  "This  is  a  business, 
and  it  will  bring  tourism  into  the  area,"  she  said.  "Gambling 
has  been  called  'America's  favorite  pastime/ ...  and  all  you 
have  to  do  is  look  at  the  Knights  of  Columbus  Hall  (on  Route 
6)  on  Monday  nights  —  it's  always  packed  with  Bingo 
players." 

Resident  Stanley  McMullen  —  who  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Wampanoag  tribe  —  stressed  that  the  tribe  considers  this 
area  part  of  their  home  and,  as  such,  have  just  as  much 
interest  in  maintaining  the  quality  of  life  as  do  Mattapoisett 
residents.  "The  plan  for  economic  development  should 
include  prospects  for  everyone,"  he  said.  "In  New  Bedford, 
over  20  percent  of  the  (population)  is  either  underemployed 
or  unemployed.  The  casino  will  provide  some  500  jobs  and 
bring  an  estimated  $95  million  to  the  local  economy." 

In  answer  to  those  who  suggest  that  the  casino  will 
increase  crime  and  corruption,  Mr.  McMullen  noted  that  New 
Bedford  is  not  Atlantic  City,  and  the  casino  will  have  to  follow 
certain  criteria  set  forth  by  the  state.  "I've  heard  opponents  of 
casino  use  Atlantic  City  as  an  example  of  what  the  casino  will 
do  to  New  Bedford,"  he  said.  "We  will  be  bound  by  the  Indian 
Gaming  Act  and  the  compact  signed  with  the  Com-

monwealth.  We  are  not  going  to  make  a  mess  in  our  own 
backyard." 

Resident  Richard  W.  Blasdale,  representing  the  Citizens 
for  a  Better  Way  of  Mattapoisett,  countered  that  the  casino  is 
not  the  right  solution  to  New  Bedford's  economic  problems. 
"We  all  agree  that  restoring  the  economic  engine  of  New 
Bedford  is  our  top  priority,"  he  said,  "but  a  casino  and 
entertainment  center  is  clearly  not  the  answer." 

Mr.  Blasdale  noted  that  the  issue  needed  to  be  viewed 
by  weighing  the  pros  and  cons.  "I'd  like  to  think  of  it  as  an 
old-fashioned  balance  scale,"  he  said.  "On  the  yes  side,  there 
are  jobs,  jobs,  jobs.  But  on  the  no  side  there  is  a  potential 
increase  in  crime,  social  problems,  and  moral  issues  to  face. 

"If  you  look  at  two  examples  like  Atlantic  City  and 
Foxwoods  (in  Ledyard,  CT),  I  think  most  people  would  agree 
that  Atlantic  City  is  an  experiment  which  has  failed.  But  some 
would  say  that  Foxwoods  has  strengthened  the  economy  and 
increased  tourism.  But  I  would  remind  you  that  Ledyard,  CT 
has  no  prior  history  of  rampant  criminal  activity." 

Mr.  Blasdale  closed  by  saying  that  the  casino  will  take 
away  from  local  businesses  and  drain  money  from  area 
residents.  He  also  noted  that  14  percent  of  the  casino's  total 
revenue  will  come  from  people  within  a  25-mile  radius  — 
meaning  that  local  residents  will  expend  close  to  $52  million 
each  year  on  gambling.  "In  Reno,  25  percent  of  the  businesses 
have  folded  since  the  casinos  opened,"  he  said.  "The  (New 
Bedford)  casino  is  proposing  a  'minimal  presence'  of  food 
vendors  and  retail  shops.  According  to  the  initial  plans,  the 
casino  and  entertainment  complex  will  offer  2,362  food 
service  and/or  lounge  seats.  Does  that  sound  like  a  'minimal 
presence'  to  you?" 

"Casino  gambling  is  bad  social  policy ...  it  may  be  one 
version  of  the  future,  but  it  doesn't  have  to  be,"  he  concluded. 

During  the  discussion  period,  several  residents  offered

support  for  both  sides  of  the  argument,  and  asked  representa- 
tives on  the  pro  and  con  side  to  strengthen  their  arguments. 
Resident  Ray  Andrews  said  he  understood  what  the  Citizens 
for  a  Better  Way  were  trying  to  achieve,  but  he  didn't  hear  any 
viable  alternatives  being  offered.  "Some  of  you  have 
mentioned  making  New  Bedford  a  tourist  (port)  like 
Newport,"  Mr.  Andrews  said.  "Well,  I'd  have  to  say  that  New 
Bedford's  waterfront  is  dying.  I've  been  watching  the  fishing 
boats  leave  this  area  and  never  come  back.  I  think  it's  too  late 
to  look  at  that  option  to  help  stabilize  the  surrounding 
communities." 

Mr.  Blasdale  countered  that  economic  development  is  a 
regional  problem,  and  as  such  the  surrounding  communities 
should  be  working  with  New  Bedford  to  find  alternatives  to 
the  sagging  economy.  "Let's  not  stick  economic  development 
into  some  shoebox  in  New  Bedford,"  he  said.  "Let's  work  to 
create  a  larger,  regional  airport ...  which  will  be  a  strong 
backbone  for  the  economy  and  will  help  to  bring  in  business. 
We  also  need  to  develop  a  master  plan  to  revitalize  New 
Bedford's  harbor." 

"When  I  came  back  to  this  area  in  1983,  we  were  looking 
at  regional  improvements ...  we  were  going  to  develop  the 
waterfront,  we  were  going  to  develop  the  harbor ...  and  now 
it's  twelve  years  later  and  nothing  has  been  done,"  said 
resident  Andy  Broussard. 

"We  have  a  problem  in  this  area  that  is  bigger  than  most 
people  realize,"  added  resident  William  Hall.  "The  fishing 
industry  is  gone,  the  textile  industry  is  gone.  I  personally

Wayne  Walega.  "I  thought  that  the  perception  of  $35  billion  in 
additional  revenue  would  be  enough  to  carry  the  idea ...  but 
these  revenues  mean  losses  from  ordinary  people.  These 
complexes  operate  on  the  idea  of  capture  marketing,  which 
means  they  want  to  be  the  hotel,  the  restaurant,  the  area's  sole 
source  of  entertainment.  They  want  people  to  come  there  and 
stay  there.  What  good  is  that  going  to  do  for  New  Bedford 
and  Mattapoisett  if  they  take  all  the  money  away  from  local 
businesses?" 

In  closing,  Mr.  Blasdale  noted:  "It's  been  said  that  the 
casino  is  a  start.  The  question  is:  what's  the  end?  Is  it  worth  it 
to  us  to  bet  which  way  the  New  Bedford  deal  is  going  to  go?" 

Resident  Walter  Hughes,  a  former  New  Bedford 
resident  and  member  of  the  City  Council,  stressed  that  the 
vote  taken  this  evening  would  carry  some  weight  with  the 
City  of  New  Bedford.  "We  are  charged  tonight  with  a  very 
important  decision ...  and  it  is  going  to  make  a  difference  how 
we  vote,"  he  said.  "This  is  not  a  panacea,  we  are  losing 
businesses  throughout  New  Bedford.  When  you  sit  here 
tonight  and  take  this  vote,  remember  to  think  about  those 
who  are  unemployed  in  the  area,  and  the  possible  job  op- 
portunities this  might  offer." 

With  that,  a  secret  ballot  vote  was  taken,  at  which  time 
Town  Meeting  recessed  for  a  few  minutes.  Upon  reconvening, 
Town  Clerk  Lois  Ennis  announced  that  ARTICLE  1  was 
defeated,  269  votes  against  to  180  votes  in  favor. 

Under  ARTICLE  2,  Town  Meeting  voters  considered  the 
setting  of  the  following  compensation  amounts  for  the  town's 
elected  officials:  Town  Moderator  ($200);  Selectmen  (Chair- 
man —  $3,700;  Members  —  $3,300  each);  Treasurer/Tax 
Collector  ($39,390);  Assessors  ($3,300  each);  Town  Clerk 
($34,279);  Board  of  Health  ($400  each);  Highway  Surveyor 
($42,106);  Mattapoisett  School  Committee  ($400  each);  Water/

article  also  asked  for  payment  of  longevity  pay  to  the 
Treasurer/Tax  Collector  ($400);  the  Town  Clerk  ($400);  and  the 
Highway  Surveyor  ($200). 

Several  residents  questioned  the  additional  longevity 
pay  being  given  to  the  three  elected  officials,  and  Finance 
Committee  Chairman  Elizabeth  Kunz  explained:  "Town 
employees  (under  a  union)  have  longevity  pay  included  in 
their  salaries.  A  3.5  percent  increase  for  all  elected  officials 
was  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen." 

Resident  Steve  Kelleher  noted  that  "there  are  very  few 
private  businesses  which  include  longevity  pay  as  part  of 
their  bargaining  agreements."  And  another  resident  thought  it 
would  be  setting  a  bad  precedent  "You  don't  reward  elected 
officials  with  raises,  you  reward  them  by  re-electing  them,"  he 
said. 

Despite  these  arguments,  ARTICLE  2  was  passed  by  a 
narrow  margin  of  200  in  favor,  150  opposed. 

Town  Moderator  Richard  "Bill"  Blasdale  next 
introduced  ARTICLE  3,  which  requested  an  appropriation  of 
over  $8.9  million  for  the  town's  General  Operating  Budget 
After  reading  all  the  line  items  and  related  amounts,  Mr. 
Blasdale  entertained  questions  from  the  floor  on  those  items 
which  were  put  on  "hold"  during  the  reading. 

The  first  question  concerned  line  item  24,  Town  Counsel 
Expenses,  which  had  been  recommended  at  $35,000  —  a 
$10,000  hike  over  last  year's  appropriated  amount.  "Why  are 
we  spending  $10,000  more  on  legal  fees  when  we  can't  afford

Selectman  Daniel  0.  Mahoney  noted  that  the  board  felt 
the  services  of  Town  Counsel  might  be  needed  more  in  the 
coming  year  with  ongoing  Police  Union  negotiations  and 
pending  litigation  involving  the  gasoline  spill  at  the  Police 
Station.

he  puts  in,"  Mr.  DeCosta  said.  "I  think  it's  only  fair  that  he  be 
compensated  for  it." 

The  motion  to  amend  the  Fire  Chief's  salary  from 
$35,500  to  $36,000  was  approved  via  majority  vote  (300  in 
favor,  10  against). 

Another  bone  of  contention  was  the  full  operation  of  the 
town  beach,  which  has  been  relegated  to  partial  opening 
during  the  summer  months  in  recent  years.  Although  there  is 
a  line  item  under  the  Waterfront  Enterprise  Fund  for  the 
beach,  Selectman  Mahoney  explained  that  voters  had  turned 
down  the  continued  funding  for  the  beach  several  years  ago 
and,  as  such,  an  override  article  would  need  to  be  passed  on 
this  year's  warrant  to  appropriate  $9,000  to  open  the  beach  for 
the  summer. 

With  some  other  minor  changes,  voters  then  passed  a 
total  Operating  Budget  of  $8,919,496.83  for  fiscal  year  1996  via 
majority  vote  (280  in  favor,  3  against). 

Due  to  the  late  hour,  Mr.  Blasdale  asked  that  the  Town 
Meeting  be  adjourned  and  noted  that  it  would  resume  on 
Wednesday  evening,  May  16  at  7:00  pm.

taxes  by  as  much  as  four  times  the  present  amount  —  a 
hike  which  could  force  many  boaters  to  give  up  their 
recreational  activity.

At  7:15  pm,  Dennis  Luttrell  of  the  Marion  Coast 
Guard  Auxiliary  Flotilla  1N-607,  came  before  the  board  to 
ask  they  sign  a  proclamation  declaring  the  week  of  May  20 
-  26  as  "National  Safe  Boating  Week"  in  Marion. 

Mr.  Luttrell  noted  that  as  the  only  civilian  branch 
of  the  national  armed  forces,  the  Coast  Guard  Auxiliary 
serves  to  provide  marine  courtesy  examinations  of  boats, 
make  safety  patrols  of  local  harbors,  embark  on  search  and 
rescue  missions,  and  make  environmental  patrols  to 
prevent  illegal  contamination  of  area  waters.  The  Marion 
Flotilla  has  some  23  volunteer  members  from  the 
surrounding  towns  of  Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  Wareham, 
and  also  New  Bedford.

the  plan  is  not  in  compliance  with  our  subdivision 
regulations,  zoning  by-laws,  and  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.  Moreover,  this  first  major  cluster 
development  to  be  proposed  in  Marion  does  not  meet  the 
letter  or  intent  of  our  cluster  by-law.  For  example,  the 
number  of  lots  seriously  exceeds  the  allowed  density 
because  the  developer  included  wetlands  in  his 
calculations,  which  is  specifically  forbidden  in  the  cluster 
by-law. 

"Apart  from  violating  the  cluster  by-law,  these 
extra  units  will  result  in  great  added  cost  to  all  Marion 
taxpayers  (each  home  adding  approximately  $5,000  to 
town  taxes).  So  we  are  both  ignoring  our  density 
limitations  and  assuming  major  cost  burdens. 

"We  emphasize  that  we  favor  cluster  design 
principles,  especially  when  they  provide  homes  that  are 
affordable  in  developments  that  create  open  space. 

"This  appeal  has  been  taken  because  of  our 
concern  for  the  entire  town's  future  development  patterns, 
the  cost  to  all  taxpayers,  and  Marion's  quality  of  life.  The 
above  points  were  made  to  the  Planning  Board  at  three 
hearings  prior  to  their  vote  to  approve.  Unfortunately,  at 
this  point,  legal  action  is  the  only  recourse  available." 

Upon  completing  the  statement,  Selectman 
Schaefer  asked  both  men  what  they  hope  to  gain  from  this 
action.  "We  hope  to  get  all  the  parties  together  and  find  a 
solution  to  this  that  isn't  violating  (Marion's)  by-laws,"  Mr.

Both  Selectman  Dickerson  and  Chairman  Winters 
refused  to  make  further  comment,  as  the  issue  is  now  a 
matter  of  pending  litigation.  "I  don't  see  that  we  can  take  an 
further  active  role  in  this  as  the  Planning  Board  is  directly 
involved  as  an  agency  of  the  town,"  Mr.  Winters  said. 

Planning  Board  member  David  K.  Pierce  asked  if 
there  isn't  a  conflict  with  having  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee  —  Lee  Hayes  —  involved  in  a  suit  against  the 
Planning  Board,  both  of  which  are  town  entities.  Mr.  Pierce 
even  suggested  Mr.  Hayes  might  consider  resigning  his 
position  with  the  FinCom.  "I  think  I'm  acting  only  as  a 
concerned  citizen  in  this  matter,"  Mr.  Hayes  said.  "I  don't  see 
it  causing  a  problem  with  my  role  on  the  Finance 
Committee." 

"We  just  wanted  to  inform  the  board  officially  and 
we  came  here  simply  to  provide  a  means  of 
communication,"  Mr.  Paulsen  said.  "We  shared  our  concerns 
at  three  different  hearings ...  and  we  felt  our  comments  were 
not  acted  on." 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at  7:45  pm.

The  cruiser  issue  raised  the  discussion  of 
warranties,  causing  Board  of  Selectman  Chairman  Michael 
Murphy  to  argue  the  point  made  by  Police  Chief  Walter  V. 
Denham  to  "specifically  exclude  (the  cost  of)  any 
supplemental  warranties." 

A  discussion  ensued  in  which  policemen  from 
other  municipalities  who  are  also  residents  of  Rochester 
added  their  opinions  in  defense  of  both  Chairman  Murphy 
and  Chief  Denham.

the  sum  of  $204,080  from  available  funds  for  1995  budget 
requirements  and  to  allocate  $7,383.80  to  pay  READS  for 
Medicaid. 

ARTICLE  5,  which  required  an  explanation  from 
Conservation  Commission  advisor  Georgia  Chamberlain, 
was  approved  —  authorizing  the  town  boards  and  officers 
to  charge  reasonable  fees  for  licenses,  permits,  or 
certificates  for  services  rendered  or  work  performed  for 
particular  persons  or  classes  of  persons.

"Strictly  Paper"  Benefit  Auction 

Local  and  regional  history  will  play  a  big  role  once 
again  when  the  Mattapoisett  Friends  Meeting  (Quaker)  holds 
its  "Strictly  Paper"  Benefit  Auction  No.  7  on  Saturday,  May  27 
in  the  church's  social  hall. 

The  sale  features  only  paper  collectibles  —  from 
whaling  and  works  of  art  to  postcards,  autographs,  and  early 
20th  century  catalogues.  Of  particular  interest  to  area 
collectors  will  be  a  12  x  15-inch  lithograph  titled  "Summer 
Residence  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Leonard  of  Rochester,  Mass." 
The  estate  was  built  in  1756  and  remodeled  in  1850. 

Postcards  feature  the  Wareham  area,  Mattapoisett, 
whaling,  and  the  Fall  River  Line. 

A  two-voyage  account  book  kept  by  Acushnet 
Whaling  Captain  Edward  R.  Ashley  contains  the  accounts  of 
the  ship  Reindeer  (1856-60)  and  the  Governor  Troupe  (1862-67), 
most  of  the  entries  originating  at  various  ports  in  Hawaii. 
About  20  related  paper  items  are  also  included  with  the  lot. 

Two  large  photos  of  Mattapoisett  by  W.  Koch  focus 
on  a  portion  of  Cannon  Street  and  an  aerial  view  of  the  town 
wharves  and  adjacent  property.  One  book  lot  is  titled 
"Memoir  of  Tristam  Burgess,"  authored  by  H.  Bowen  and 
published  in  1835.  Burgess  was  born  in  Rochester  and  was  a 
member  of  Congress. 

Another  lot  is  made  up  of  12  stampless  folded  letters
